Attack on tho Tackn Fovt3— Total Dofeat of 
tho British. 
Hy the arrival of tho hark Sea Nymph 
StpgOj C'ominaiidcr, in 47 days from 1 long 
Kong, We have the Chinese Mail to July 
■-ilst. 

trPfn the Mail wo have the lamentablo 
ih'talligeTTOO tlrttt a new difficulty had oc- 
curred with the Chinese authorities, which 
led to an attack on tlio Taku Ports at the 
mouth of IViho river on ^oth dune which 
resulted in tho total defeat of the liritish 
force with a loss of fj gun boats, and four or 
live-]iuiidred men. 

In the action were 12 British gun bouts 
mounting ;•,() guns with ahout I'OfJO men ac- 
tually "u^uged under 1 Admiral Hope, and 
a Km.tll French j^nn boat with one gun in 
thy fetflr'n. The British lost \M killed and 
w.oufidpd. 'I'he first Hutlulioit of Marines 
which landed -1(10 strong lost 171* killed and 
wouii'led. Vile C/icsdi.niLr. had killed or 
"'t'x.iili'/, and OT woumleil. The gun boats 
lest 90 killed_ and Avonniled. No hope is 
cnt,.rtained of tho missing being alive with 
such enemies as the fjbmoso,, considering 
the circumstances under which the attack 
toiik place Out of a small binding party of 
(j(l f||is French hail lo killed or wounded, 
'l.'ho British Minister, Mr Bruce, and M. do 
Bburbolon, I'rimch ^liaister, r6fu'soil to see 
the Chinoso Comniissionor at Shanghan whh 
negotiated the treaty with Lord Elgin, 'l'hey 
da c ijnodto hold any boniiriuhioation till they 
arrived at l'okin.

On the morning of tho 25th at daylight 
an attpmpf was made to pass up the river, 
but it Was found impassable. After I, p. m., 
thi> signal was run up to prepare for action. 
N\> one was seen in t)ic forts for the S 
hours previous. The Phnyr, with Admiral, 
pushed up dose to the first barrier, when 
no sooner had be arrived there than the 
mats disappeared as if by magic, and the 
whole of tho gunS opened tire. If was evi- 
dent that it was not ordinary Cbineso ar- 
tillery- For two hours the bombardment 
was kept up, but with little effect on the 
mud walls, fhouglf every Chinese shot told. 

After 4 o'clock the tire was nlnvst silenced 
av1 1c ii the order was given to bind. Out of 
lOQfl moil who huiilcd, owing to tho deadly 
fii'o ond the deep mud, but 100 men roach- 
od the clitcb.es. Prbdigicfl of valor avci-c 
performed but without effect. The order 
wus given to retreat Avhou more were killed 
than in thp advance. 

The Coroniandel was made a temporary 
hospital ship, and the scene on her dock 
wq s frnly horrible. The belief is universal 
that Kuropeans manned the Forts as well 
as Chinese. Men wiilrcloso cropped hair 
and BiiKsian features were seen. Two 
•lead hodies afloat in the river had incon- 
testilily Russian features though in Chinese 
clothes. 

The Americans lent u generous assistance 
by towing with a small steamer some of the 
bonis into action, from the largo ships, and 
after it was over by taken the men on board 
and treating thorn kindly. They are loud in 
pBaisOS of tho bravery of tho British. 

Tin' North China Ikmld gives the fol- 
lowing list of casualities :
